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The proposed after final amendment will not be entered, because: 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/11/2008 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

1. Arguments to Claim 1. 

Applicant argues that Margulis does not measure the first transmitting rate. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. Margulis discloses "processing of video may also include various forms of frame rate conversion in 
order to reduce the bit rate provided to transmitter 524" (e.g., reducing the 60 field NTSC input video to a 30 fields per second video). 
Therefore, the system inherently has a rate detecting mechanism to detect input frame rate in order to reduce the frame. The input frame 
rate must know to the system in order for the system to reduce the rate. 

Margulis does not specifically disclose a rate measuring module. 

The data transmitting rate could be calculate based on the amount of data transmitted over period of time, the processor could calculate the 
transmission rate. To calculate transmission rate based on the amount of data and time are known to the system, also is well known to one 
of ordinary skill in the art of television receiver design. 

The examiner brought a secondary reference Chen to support Margulis for the rate measuring module. 

Chen discloses a rate measuring module (e.g., rate component 202) for measuring a first transmitting rate of the first digital multimedia 
signal between the receiving/transferring module and the processing module (see col. 4, lines 28-42; col. 5, lines 40-47; Fig. 4). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have rate measuring module 
as taught by Chen to the wireless display system of Margulis as modify by Callway in order to provide a streaming media player which can 
sense a delay in receipt of packets before its buffer is empty (see col. 2, lines 18-20). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

2. Arguments to Claims 7 and 12. 

Claims 7 and 12 are rejected the same reason as to claim 1. 
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
